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BIBLICAL NUMISMATICS 

By L. J. DALE, Christchurch, New Zealand 

FOREWORD 

These few observations and investigations into a subject of sur- 
passing interest are not to be thought by any means complete, or to 
have exhaustively covered the material. If they prove stimulating to 
some more erudite numismatists who may produce further details, and 
if they give some facts and pleasure to the casual reader, then they will 
have been worth writing. 

To avoid burdening the text with references, I have used a marginal 
reference system, and ask that those reading this paper will do so with 
their Bible open beside them, as only so can the subject be fully 
appreciated. 

To students of ancient monetary systems and the trade and social 
customs associated with them, a source of such information is the world's 
all-time best-selling book, the Bible. This anthology, consisting as it 
does of sixty-six books in one, was written by a panel of people ranging 
the whole gamut of society from king to beggar-man, living over a two 
thousand year period, and gives many detailed glimpses of the lives and 
affairs of a great multitude of folk. The Bible gives the earliest intimate 
record of the times and occupations of primitive civilization and is full 
of interest to the numismatist. 

PART ONE 

The first mention of metallic wealth comes in 
the period before the exile when “Abraham was 
Genesis 13:2 very rich in cattle, silver and gold." (B.C. 1918). 

Business was then carried on by weighing the 
required amounts (generally of silver and some- 
times of gold), mostly, we presume, by means of 
balances similar to the small pocket balances 
swung from the finger, such as we still sometimes 
see in the possession of early settlers, bankers and 
miners of New Zealand. For greater amounts the 
merchants' larger balances would be used. The

“bundles of money” carried by Jacob’s sons when 
they went into Egypt were typical, and the busi- 
ness procedure in this chapter is worthy of study. 
Money was based on the current common unit 
weight — the shekel, with its multiples and divi- 
sions. The shekel weighed 224* of our grains, 
(roughly a grocer’s half ounce of today), so that 
the following weights would give us a table of 
approximate values for these early Bible transac- 
tions (reckoning gold at approximately 14 times 
the value of silver ; silver valued for this table at 
five shillings an ounce approximately.)

One or two early Bible articles would there- 
fore be priced as follows: 

(a) A present for a girl who showed kindness 
to a traveler: an earring (or nose-ring) worth 
19/3 and two bracelets valued at £19.5.0. Gen- 
erous treatment! 

(b) A freehold real estate transaction: a field 
with trees and a cave included, 400 shekels of 
silver worth £55. 

(c) As a very small portion of the spoils of a 
military success Gideon received earrings from 
the vanquished valued at £3272.10.0. 

(d) Apparently, in those early days the capital- 
ist also lent his money out at interest, and Moses 
issued considerable directions including repay- 
ment procedure, etc.! 

(e) During a boom time of unusual prosperity 
an Egyptian chariot sold at £82.10.0 and a horse 
for £20.12.6 — both costing about £103. 

(f) Another interesting small purchase of land 
with all due legal ceremony and title deed, etc. 
Jeremiah buys Hanameel’s field for only £2.6.9. 
We are not told what the lawyer’s fees were!! 

(g) The price of fine fiour was approximately 
IY 2 pecks for 2/9. 

It should not be assumed that weighing was uni- 
versally and invariably used on all occasions. 
For instance Saul’s servant had with him an 
ingot of silver previously weighed and probably 
stamped with its weight (^4 of a shekel, roughly 
8d.). A number of instances where shekels of

silver were “weighed'* could be equally trans- 
lated as “counted." Early mention of “pieces 
of silver" such as where Abimelech gave Abra- 
ham “1,000 pieces of silver" or where Joseph's 
brethren sold him for 20 pieces of silver were 
probably rings such as we see on Egyptian 
monuments in the act of being weighed. 

So money in metal form, either as dust, nug- 
get, or prefabricated article, was a considerable 
factor in the lives of these ancestors of ours 
around 1900 B.C. to 700 B.C. 

PART TWO 

So much for the earlier Bible money system. 
We now meet with actual coined money (circa 
B.C. 600), which is of more interest to the 
numismatist of today.

The first coin known to have circulated in 
Palestine was the gold daric (dram) of Darius I 
(B.C. 521-485) weighing 130 grains, and worth 
about a guinea (Figure 1). The gold daric was 
a well-known coin circulating widely throughout 
Eastern countries until the time of Alexander 
the Great. The obverse of the coin symbolizes 
the Persian monarch kneeling with a bow in the 
left hand and a spear in the right. This crowned 
archer symbolism is found on many Persian 
coins of this period. The reverse is crude and 
unfinished with a value punchmark, etc. 

The Jewish people next used the silver coins 
of the Egyptian and Phoenician ports consisting 
of tetradrachms, didrachms, and drachms, which 
were approximately equal to the shekel, 1/2 
shekel, and shekel respectively. These circu- 
lated up to the beginning of the Christian era. 
Values and weights are roughly: 


Drachm

Figure 2 shows a tetradrachm of Tyre of 
about 450 B.C. The obverse shows the god Mel- 
karth with a bow, riding the waves on a sea- 
horse, and beneath a dolphin. On the reverse 
appears an owl carrying over the left shoulder 
the crook and flail (symbol of Osiris). 
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Fig^ure 2 


Also circulating in Palestine during the same 
period (very much in the manner of U. S. coins 
in New Zealand during World War 11) were 
Egyptian coins based on somewhat similar 
values. 



Figure 3 shows a tetradrachm or double 
shekel of the Ptolemies (circa B.C. 300) with 
the diademed head of Ptolemy I on the obverse 
with the reverse containing the “Ptolemy trade- 
mark” of an eagle on a thunderbolt. 

Other contemporary coins were the silver 
issues of the Seleucids (the Greek rulers over 
Syria, etc.) 

These were valued: 

Drachm of 63 grains lOd. 

Mina of 100 drachms £4.3.4. 

Talent of 60 minas £250.0.0.

Figure 4 is a tetradrachm of Antiochus IV 
(circa 175 B.C.) with his bust; on the reverse 
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Apocrypha — 

II Maccabees 4:19,20 

II Maccabees 4:9 

Tobit 1:14

the inscription ‘‘King Antiochus, divine, illus- 
trious*^ with the god Zeus, etc. 

We now have a gap in the Bible historical 
record from circa 175 B.C., the period being 
partly covered by the Apocryphal books and 
especially I and II Maccabees. These interesting 
accounts of events from 168 to 125 B.C. men- 
tion various sums of money which was Seleucid. 
10,000 of these drachms were roughly equal to 
one silver talent of the Phoenician issue. 
Examples are: 

(a) In Maccabees 4, we see an interesting and 
rather ingenuous account of a little embezzle- 
ment in which an offering of £10 did not reach 
its intended destination. 

(b) Jason offered 150 talents of silver for the 
privilege (?) of setting up a revolutionary move- 
ment under the guise of a sporting and health 
club. (History 187 B.C. ! Not Hitler 132 A.D.!) 

(c) Tobit lent 10 talents of silver (£2,500) to 
accommodate Gabael and later sent his son 
Tobias to collect it. The wage that he offered 
his servant was a drachm a day (6/- a week) 
and keep. 

(d) Nicanor, having to raise taxes of 2,000 tal- 
ents (£500,000) for the Romans, sold the Jewish 
captives for slaves at 90 for one talent — that is 
about £2.15.0 each! 

(e) Money to the tune of £3,000 (72,000 

drachms) bought freedom for a number of be- 
sieged Idumians.

Under Simon Maccabaeus and his son John 
Hyrcanus, the Jews first coined copper money of 
one-sixth of a shekel. This privilege was granted 
to Simon by Antiochus VII in B.C. 141, but was 
evidently withdrawn again in about two years, 
although coins were still issued, apparently 
without official approval. The one illustrated 
bears the inscription “John, High Priest, Com- 
monwealth of the Jews** within an olive wreath. 
On the reverse is a cornucopia and a poppy head. 
(Figure 5.) 

The succeeding Jewish rulers struck small 
bronze pieces right down to 37 B.C. Examples 
of these are: 
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Figure 6 


(1) The small bronze of Antiochus Vn (circa 
B.C. 132) struck at Jerusalem. These weighed 
about 28 grains and were undated. Aristobolus 
(B.C. 105-104) issued some and Alexander Jan- 
naeus (B.C. 104-78) a good number. The small- 
est of these is only about 1/2 inch in diameter. 
Many of the coins used in this period were 
coined in Heathen mints. Figure 6 is a bronze 
of Alexander Jannaeus and bears the word 
“King” for the first time. The design is a half 
opened flower with an anchor inside a circle 
on the reverse.

(2) Sovereigns such as Herod (B.C. 37) issued 
bronze pieces of various designs such as the cor- 
nucopia, anchor, tripod, helmet, and shield. 
( Figure 7. ) 

Other coins circulating at the time of Christ’s 
birth were the bronze coins of Herod Antipas 
(Figure 8) and various bronze pieces and the 
occasional Roman silver denarius. Some of 
these were a number of years old and no longer 
plentiful. 

The Herodian princes now issued bronze 
coins bearing their names up till circa A.D. 100 
and these were in the fashion of other Greek 
designs but of fairly poor workmanship. 

PART THREE 

Perhaps the most interesting section of the 
Bible numismatically, is the record of Christ’s 
teachings in the four Gospels. Probably no one 
before or since has used illustrations, metaphor, 
and simile with such telling effect and a number 
of the objects and scenes dramatized deal with 
money and coins. 
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The coinage used was considerably altered . 
in 6 B.C. when Judea became a Roman province 
under a Procurator whose headquarters were in 
Caesarea. The old Hebrew coins were outmoded 
by the official Roman issue, so our money sys- 
tem is now: 

The talent 6,000 denarii £240 

Its 60th part the mina 100 denarii £4 

Its 100th part the denarius 9%d. 

The silver denarius would be better trans- 
lated as “shilling” as Dr. Moffatt does, instead 
of the misleading “penny” of the New Testa- 
ment. 

Incidentally Moffatt’s excellent translation 
into modern ' speech converts most money 
amounts into something near their present 
values. This makes interesting comparative 
reading of the parallel versions.

Figure 9 shows a denarius of Tiberius with 
inscription and head of the Emperor. The re- 
verse has Livia seated holding sceptre and 
flower. 

The Roman taxes were paid in denarii and 
Matthew 22:19,20,21 the note about the “image and superscription” 

(probably the denarius of Tiberius) is of much 
interest, as was the moral pointed.

Jesus bestowed immortality on the humblest 
Matthew 12:42 bronze coin, the “Lepton,” in the story about 

the widow’s mite. This weighed only about 17 
grains and was valued at one-half of a Roman 
farthing. The same coin is mentioned in prison 
Matthew 5:26 payment of the “uttermost farthing.” (Figure 

10 .)

Another bronze coin is the Assarion, the 
Greek coin having a value of four Roman farth- 
ings. A boy catching sparrows would have a 
hard job capturing 8 or 10 for a penny, or 
denarius. (Figure 11.)

An interesting forerunner of our present 
annual levy is found in the “tribute money” 
which was exacted from every adult male Jew 
for the maintenance of the temple services. This 
was the amount of a silver didrachm on the 
Phoenician standard (value at 1/5). These are 
thought to have been issued in very small num- 
bers so that the usual thing would be for two 
people to join together and tender a tetradrachm 
or stater for their temple levy. This is why the 
“coin in the fish’s mouth” (a tetradrachm) 
proved to be the usual payment for two people 
and not one. 

The betrayal money — the sinister “Thirty 
pieces of silver” would be these tetradrachms 
which would have a value of £4.16.0. This was 
the value placed on a slave if killed in the 
Roman arena on “gala day!” 

Another little custom which according to a 
modern travel writer is still in vogue today is 
that of the married women wearing on the head 
a little red fez with rows of coins sewn on, and 
attached to it a chain with ten perforated coins 
which are symbolical of the bride’s dowry. If 
loss made the 10 pieces incomplete it would be 
the superstitious equivalent of a present day 
wife losing her wedding ring. E:ach of these 
would be a silver drachm (value 9d.). 

The necessity for “money changers” or the 
13 equivalent of our banker’s exchange was caused 
by the varying currencies brought to the temple 
and the need for the standard coins required by 
the priests. These men started operations a 
month before the Passover festival in the prov- 
inces and moved into Jerusalem 10 days before 
the gathering. Apparently they were not over 
scrupulous in their dealings with their often 
illiterate customers.

Now for some high finance: Jesus’ parable 
deals with a man loaned over 10,000 talents who 
was too miserly to be generous over a small 
loan he in turn made of 100 pence. 

The wages of a day laborer are set out for 
us at a denarius daily (7^2^) and apparently 
this employer had interesting theories on the 
unemployment problem? 

A valuable library of curious books had a 
value of nearly £2,000. 

Limits of space do not permit more of these 
numismatic cameos, but they are full of interest 
and are waiting for your perusal. 



Jewish Shekel and Half Shekel 


Next we find the Jews in revolt in A.D. 66-70 
and issuing their own silver shekels and half 
shekels. One of these shekels of 224 grains has 
on the obverse a cup or chalice with the inscrip- 
tion in Hebrew “Shekel of Israel” and the 
Hebrew numerals one to five corresponding to 
the date A.D. 70, etc. On the reverse is a triple 
lily (thought by some to represent the “Budding 
Numbers 17:8 rod of Aaron”) with the legend “Holy 

Jerusalem.” 

Incidentally there are in existence pieces 
which have been coined in the last century and 
which are unheralded and unauthorized but 
which simulate these shekels somewhat. They 
were apparently sold as genuine to unwary 
travellers and collectors. The writer has one in 
a brassy metal. Of these, H. N. Humphrey 
wrote in 1863: 

“The examination of the obverse alone will be 
sufficient to exhibit the wretchedness of such at- 
tempts at falsification. The type is a vase of quite 
modern fashion, the handles and other parts being 
ornamented in the most paltry style of the last cen- 
tury, instead of the severely simple character of the 
Omer of the ancient shekels, which it is intended to 
imitate. The smoke or incense issuing from it, a 
most unmeaning addition, is also treated in a flat, 
unartistic and modern feeling. But the great and 
fatal mistake of the forger is the inscription “Shekel 
Isharael,“ in which the modern Hebrew letters are 
used instead of those of the ancient alphabet, which 
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was always employed for monumental and other 
public purposes in Judaea, especially for the coinage 
even after the later kind of >^Titing had been long 
generally prevalent as the popular style. Some of 
these forgeries have been made to bear the name 
of Solomon, David, or even Samuel, though it is 
well known that no Jewish coin of any kind was 
issued previous to the epoch of Alexander the Great, 
several centuries after the time of Solomon; and 
that no Jewish coins bearing the name of a prince 
or high priest were issued till the comparatively 
late period of the Maccabees.” 

CONCLUSION 

As our New Testament book of Revelation is 
dated about the year 100 A.D. and as this paper 
is concerned with Biblical associations, it is with 
regret that we leave our little quest which has 
proved a considerable pleasure to the writer. An 
account has been written by an Australian nu- 
mismatist on the further subject of Biblical 
influence on modern coins and it should be 
stimulating to those who study it.

Mary Mahoney Ryan, beloved wife of Cecil Howard Ryan (Presi- 
dent of the Brooklyn Coin Club) passed away July 8, 1949 at Fifth 
Avenue-Flower Hospital after two years illness of cancer.

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MICHIGAN DEPRESSION SCRIP OF THE 1930’S 

By J. J. CURTO, Grosse Pointe, Michigan 

FOREWORD 

Depression scrip of the 1930’s is rapidly becoming lost to numis- 
matics just as was the scrip issued during the depression year of 1893 
or the panic year of 1907. 

Little is known of the numerous issues of 1893 or 1907 and already 
at this date, it is difficult to obtain information of the issues of the 30’s. 

In many instances, the total issue has already been destroyed with- 
out a single specimen saved for posterity. 

To construct a description of such notes from the minutes or 
resolutions of the governing bodies authorizing them is an impossibility. 
Such bodies were concerned at the time with a critical financial problem 
and the matter of paramount interest was in the amount to be issued, 
the total amount necessary. The details of denomination, type of paper, 
colors, etc., were of a minor nature and usually left to some committee 
whose records, if any, were long ago disposed of. 

The public ceremony of burning the cancelled issues upon complete 
redemption was a happy and glorious occasion for the City Fathers and 
rightly so, but a loss never to be regained for numismatic history. 

The paper conservation drives during the war years also claimed 
some of the redeemed issues, even in many cases the specimens filed 
away with records of the minutes. 

Admitting that the work, such as to be presented should have been 
done long ago, it is the purpose of this writing first: to make amends for 
this neglect as completely as it is possible to do so, secondly, to keep the 
omission of scrip issues of our time as low as possible, and thirdly, to 
encourage the recording and preservation of these issues throughout the 
nation, for the knowledge and possible enjoyment of generations to come. 

THE DEPRESSION OF THE 30’S 

The depression which engulfed our nation in the 1930’s, following 
the stock market crash of October 29, 1929, was the most serious and 
the most prolonged of our history. 

From the day of the crash in 1929, the economic and financial status 
of the nation declined steadily until President Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
a swift move to stem the tide, declared the noted “Bank Moratorium” 
edict of March 6, 1933. 

This in effect, was an enforced bank holiday or closing throughout 
the nation. 

Its purpose was, 1: to stop threatening runs on certain of the 
nation’s large banks, 2: to provide a true status of the financial condi- 
tions of all banks, 3 : to restore public confidence and faith in our banking 
system, 4 : to shock the people into cooperating in the great effort toward 
recovery, and 5: to stabilize all the general conditions of the country 
and the confidence of its people. It was the proverbial bottom of the hill 
and the turn to the right. 

The closing of the banks froze all deposits, collateral, assets of all 
description and currency of the banks everywhere, pending the govern- 
ment’s investigation of the bank’s solvency. 
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Many of the large banks in big cities remained closed as a result 
and were taken into receivership. 

This condition depleted the circulating currency, then already at a 
precarious low point, due to frugal spending and hoarding, to a sub 
normal point and of necessity forced cities and towns nationwide to 
resort to the issuance of scrip to bridge the emergency. 


SCRIP 

Webster defines scrip as “a certificate of indebtedness in the form 
of a promise to pay, issued to circulate in lieu of government currency, 
etc. — a warrant on a city treasurer.’* 

We might add to this, that it is an emergency currency issued to 
perform a temporary service. Not being legal tender, it is valuable only 
to spend and to be accepted in exchange for goods and services as a 
medium of exchange. 

No new thing to America, scrip has been with us since colonial days. 

Bills of credit issued by Massachusetts in about 1775, were the first 
practical experiment in scrip. Several states followed suit shortly there- 
after and invariably issued the paper in anticipation of future tax 
revenues. 

Nothing new were the tax anticipation notes of the 1930’s. 

Widespread use of scrip for money occurred periodically ever since. 
It was used during the hard times of the early 1800’s, during the Civil 
War and at least seven times since and previous to 1930, during the 
depression years of 1873, 1882, 1884, 1890, 1893, 1907 and 1914. 

In all instances during a scrip regime, its acceptance by the public 
was the greatest obstacle to overcome. In each case, the public had to 
be educated to the fact that the real purpose of money is as a medium 
of exchange rather than as an end in itself, that money is, what money 
does and that at least during an emergency, scrip, backed by the poten- 
tial working capital of a city, town or industry, fitted perfectly. 

Statistics reveal that this process of restoring public calm through 
the use of emergency currency has required anywhere from 3 weeks 
in 1884 to 7 months in 1861. 

From statistics we also learn that depression scrip issues of 1893 
were cancelled 19 weeks after its first issue, that of 1907 in 22 weeks 
and that of 1914 in 19 weeks. 

If depression history was to repeat itself in the 1930’s, the use 
of scrip should have reached its peak in from 8 to 12 weeks after its first 
issue and then given way to regular currency thereafter. 

Bdt the depression of the 30’s was not a typical or average depres- 
sion. The issues and extended series of scrip issues and the prolonged 
use thereof, clearly proves it to be the most severe and greatest in history. 

MICHIGAN IN THE 30’S 

Michigan, noted as the automobile center of the world but lacking 
in diversified industry, was especially hard hit by the depression. 

Automobiles, costly and extravagant, could be done without. Cities 
and towns which grew with the motor industry in Michigan, depended 
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largely on its demands for support. The plight of the thousands of auto 
workers laid off in the industrial centers of Michigan had far reaching 
effects, immediately spreading to the smaller industrial towns through- 
out the state and elsewhere. 

Tax delinquencies started immediately. Tax revenues decreased with 
the declining real estate values while the welfare costs increased. The 
running expenses of cities, towns and schools had to be met. Police, fire, 
health and sanitation departments were more urgently needed than 
before. The drain on treasuries everywhere was enormous. The financial 
status of cities, towns and banks declined steadily as a result. The 
climax came with the bank moratorium. Cities, with their remaining 
funds frozen in banks which failed to reopen, found themselves without 
money of any kind. 


DETROIT IN THE 30’S 

The problems of the average Michigan community were magnified 
a hundredfold in the larger industrial cities. Detroit’s welfare load was 
enormous and all efforts of the city officials to have the comptroller of 
currency release city welfare and payroll funds failed. The issuance of 
scrip was imperative. 

Three scrip plans came under the study of Detroit’s civic and 
political leaders as a remedy for the city’s business difficulties during 
the bank holiday. 

1. Detroit clearing house scrip, backed by frozen collateral which 
would release 5% of the bank deposits or $26,000,000. 

2. City scrip, which would be used to pay city employees and 
redeemable at the city treasurer’s office in taxes. 

3. Industrial scrip, backed by a trustees’ agreement, obtained 
through the Federal Reserve System. The big industries would deposit 
government bonds and other eligible collateral with the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago in trusteeship, against which the scrip would be issued. 

As scrip would be used chiefly for living expenses, the question 
relating to local scrip resolved itself into how much of it could be 
absorbed by business concerns. 

The answer to this question was furnished, after careful study, by 
Detroit’s largest department store, the J. L. Judson Co. Their report 
revealed that only 30% of the proceeds of their sales was spent locally. 
This included payrolls, rentals, advertising, etc. The remaining 70% 
went for merchandise purchased from outstate points, freight, hauling, 
etc. Obviously 30% was the maximum of local scrip, which they could 
accept. 

Outstate and even out of Detroit districts could not be expected 
to accept local scrip in business transactions. 

A national scrip or a scrip issued by the Federal Reserve district, 
would have been ideal. It could be used to pay off the larger share of 
expenses everywhere and therefore could be accepted in large quantities. 

The same condition held true of grocery stores which bought outside 
the city and of milk dealers who could not give the upstate farmers, 
Detroit scrip for their milk. 
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The only basis for city scrip would be taxes and each merchant could 
take only as much of that as he felt his situation warranted, an amount 
probably limited by what he owed in taxes. 

Of the plans under consideration, the clearing house scrip appeared 
to be the soundest and of greatest benefit to the community in general. 
With industrial scrip to help in making up for the currency deficiency, 
the business problem seemed partially solved, for both of these scrips 
could have been used quite extensively outside of Detroit. 

Both of these issues however were illegal under the Michigan State 
Banking Laws and every effort was made to obtain emergency banking 
legislation from the state capitol to legalize their use. 

The plan to issue industrial scrip was abandoned during these 
efforts to secure relief legislation when Secretary of the Treasury Woodin 
announced on March 9, 1933, that the Federal Administration planned 
to expand the currency immediately by releasing $2,000,000,000 in cur- 
rency to ease the currency problem. This was possible under the statutes 
which governed the operations of the Federal Reserve System. 

DETROIT CLEARING HOUSE SCRIP 

Detroit Clearing House scrip was one of the scrip issues which both 
civic and political leaders agreed would have helped the Detroit situ- 
ation greatly. 

The story of this issue is quite completely told in an article which 
appeared in the Detroit Free Press of Wednesday, March 8, 1933 which 
read as follows: 

Release of $26,000,000 to Permit Withdrawal of Another 5 percent 

‘Tiocal Money” Will Be Guaranteed by Cash, Federal Govern- 
ment Bonds and N. Y. Stocks. 

Detroit will begin to transact business with scrip next Monday, when 
$26,000,000 worth of this form of commercial exchange will be issued by 
banks of the city. This sum represents 5 percent of the deposits in all local 
banks. It will be secured by the posting of cash and securities listed on the 
New York Stock Exchange. Cash and Federal government bonds will pro- 
vide collateral for one-third and the securities the remaining two-thirds. 

Depositors will be able to take their pass books to the banks and 
obtain 5 percent of their deposits in scrip. This further distribution of 
deposits will be made as the original 5 percent release was made, except 
that disbursement will be in scrip instead of currency. 

The scrip will be printed by the New York Bank Note Co., and will 
resemble currency in appearance. It will be printed upon paper similar to 
that used to print bonds, and difficult to counterfeit. 

Agreement to issue scrip was reached Tuesday evening, following an 
all-day session of the Detroit Clearing House Association. The four mem- 
ber banks of the association will pool portions of their cash and securities 
to back the scrip. These banks are the Guardian National, the First 
National, the Detroit Savings Bank and the Commonwealth -Commercial. 

The statement of the Association expressed the opinion that action by 
the congress, called into special session for Thursday, probably would make 
it unnecessary to issue additional scrip. The local banks were prepared, 
however, to issue up to $60,000,000 should Federal action not be forthcom- 
ing and should the $26,000,000 original issue prove insufficient to meet 
industrial and mercantile demands. 

WILL SERVE TWO PURPOSES 

Issuance of scrip will serve two purposes: 

First — It will provide a means of exchange which has been sorrily 
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lacking since all banks of the state ceased the handling of checks three 
weeks ago. 

Second — The public will keep the scrip in circulation. National 
authorities feared that the issuance of currency would result in hoarding. 

Scrip can be used, it is believed, only as a temporary means of 
exchange and not be continued over a period of several months. It will 
take the place of checks and the currency now in hiding, pending National 
and State legislation which is required to enable banks to liquidate their 
frozen assets. 

The plans to issue this scrip series were actually carried out. The 
scrip notes in denominations of 1, 2, 5, 10 and 20 dollars were printed 
by the Calvert Lithographing Co. of Detroit on March 11, 1933. (Instead 
of the N. Y. Bank Note Co.) 

As the details of this printing were probably typical of what hap- 
pened in such cases wherever and whenever scrip was printed, the 
following story again taken from the columns of the Detroit Free Press, 
dated March 12, 1933, most interestingly and adequately portrays the 
scene during activity. 

BUILDING BRISTLES WITH GUARDS, TO WORKERS ITS JUST A JOB 

Conditions such as prevail at the United States Bureau of Engraving 
existed Saturday at the plant of the Calvert Lithographing Co., Grand 
River Ave., and Elizabeth St., where the presses began pounding out the 
scrip for the Detroit Clearing House Association. 

The building bristled with armed guards. Uniformed patrolmen 
watched all entrances and exits. Banking oflBcials and bank employees 
were everywhere, tabulating, checking and rechecking piles of special 
paper, and counting the sheets of certificates as they shot from the presses. 

Bank guards stood at strategic points, watching every move of press- 
men, counters, banking officials and employees. Newspapermen were 
admitted only upon presentations of letters of identification, and then only 
after being assigned to official guides who watched every move. 

Employees Are Undisturbed 

Least disturbed of any of those present were the employees and offi- 
cials of the lithographing company. To the men sweating over the giant 
presses, Detroit’s “money” was just another job of printing, requiring just 
as much attention as a batch of labels for Canned peas — no more and no 
less. To many of the ofl&cials of the company, which has been in business 
in Detroit since 1861, this printing of “money” was a familiar procedure. 

Preparing to keep the plant running until the “money” was finished, 
they remembered similar frantic proceedings when they prepared the scrip 
with which Detroit did its business and whipped the depressions of 1893 
and 1907. 

These frantic preparations, necessitating the production of delicate 
work under terrific pressure, had been attended by some slight errors on 
the part of weary engravers which had to be corrected. 

Printing Gets Under Way 

But that part of the job was over and the actual printing was under 
way. The presses were thundering and the men who watch and groom 
them seemed concerned only about doing a good job of printing. 

The first operation in the preparation of Detroit’s “money” was the 
making of a hand drawn design, which after it was approved by the 
Detroit Clearing House Association, was hand engraved on lithographer’s 
stone such as is found only in Bavaria, Germany. 

From this master engraving transfers were made to zinc plates (120 
certificates to the plate) for use on high speed offset presses capable of 
turning out about 4,000 sheets per hour. 
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Lithographed in Black 

The certificates are lithographed in black on both sides. The dollar 
certificates are on green paper, $2 on brown, $5 on rose, $10 on lavender, 
and $20 on goldenrod. All paper is specially watermarked with the seal 
of the City of Detroit. 

The paper was ordered by long distance telephone Tuesday, and 
arrived in the city in express cars attached to passenger trains. Until the 
last consignment arrived at midnight Friday, all of this paper was guarded 
by officers from the city’s banks. 

About 82,000 sheets were required and each sheet whether perfect or 
spoiled had to be accounted for. When the lithographing is completed, the 
sheets are cut up into certificates, which are numbered and packaged as 
currency. 

Although the Detroit Clearing House scrip vv^as printed at great 
cost, it was never used. The necessary emergency banking legislation 
needed to legalize its use was never passed, due probably to the follow- 
ing statement of policy given out at this time by the treasury depart- 
ment — “Conditions have now so changed that the issuance of scrip on 
a national scale by the various clearing house associations will not be 
necessary. What scrip is issued probably will be on a small community 
basis and adapted entirely to local needs.'’ 

The total issue was ordered burned and destroyed by the clearing 
house authorities. Except for the probability of a few specimen sets, 
the only notes of this issue still in existence are a small number of the 
$2 and $5 denominations. It is said that these few notes, usually found 
in a somewhat charred condition, were kicked to one side, out of the fire 
by one of the attendants after the authorized witnesses had left. This 
accounts for the few specimens of this issue left as numismatic mementos. 

The collapse of both Detroit’s Industrial scrip issue and Clearing 
House issue, left the city of Detroit with an empty treasury, frozen 
deposits and diminishing credit. Under these circumstances, Detroit’s 
only expedient solution was to issue its own municipal scrip. 

MUNICIPAL SCRIP 

The municipal scrip issues of Michigan were all made necessary 
because of circumstances existing similar to those of Detroit. 

These issues of municipal scrip were allowed under Michigan laws 
under Act 26 of the Public Acts of 1931, upon approval of the State 
Affairs Committee of the State House of Representatives. 

The articles of this act relating to the issuance of scrip were as 
follows : 

Article 796 — Any county, township, city, village or school district may 
by resolution of its legislative or governing body, borrow money in antici- 
pation of the collection of taxes and delinquent special assessments and 
issue notes therefore bearing a rate of interest not to exceed 7% per anum. 

Article 798 — In all cases of notes issued, an application is to be made 
to a board, known as the “Loan Board” consisting of the state treasurer, 
the attorney general and the auditor general, for permission to issue such 
notes. Applications shall furnish such information as the board may 
require. The decision of the board shall be final as to whether such loans 
may be made and to what extent. 

Article 799 — Should any governmental unit refuse or neglect to 
redeem notes issued by it, such governmental units may be denied further 
rights under this act by the board in its decision. 
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The notes issued under this authority are called tax anticipation 
notes. 

Some of the early scrip notes had statements on them to the effect 
that they would be accepted by the Treasurer of that particular com- 
munity in payment of taxes. However on the advice of the Attorney 
General’s office in Lansing, this was left off of many of the later issues 
in as much as it was not legal for a treasurer to accept anything but 
legal tender in the payment of taxes. To by-pass this legal point, the 
governing bodies passed resolutions authorizing the treasurer to accept 
scrip in tax payments, thereby releasing him from any malfeasance of 
duty and responsibility. 

In 1933, the act was amended so that notes issued under the provi- 
sions of the act could be accepted in payment of delinquent and current 
taxes and for special assessments of the county, township, city, village 
or school district which issued them. 

In the spring of 1934, the State Legislature passed a bill making it 
a felony to counterfeit municipal scrip. 

Different municipalities issued various types of scrip. Some were 
engraved by bank note companies, some lithographed, while others were 
type set notes printed locally at a very small cost. Some were interest 
bearing while others were not. Some communities paid their employees 
entirely in scrip, others with various percentages. 

Royal Oak, Michigan, set up a special scrip redemption fund and 
the percentage of scrip paid out in salaries varied periodically between 
25% and 75% of salaries, depending on the cash on hand. 

Scrip in Royal Oak was successfully used from Mcurch, 1931, to 
September, 1936, without any difficulty whatsoever. Originally issued 
at 6% interest, it was cut to 3% about midway during its use, without 
any hesitancy on the part of the public in accepting it. 

The greatest difficulties and problems relating to scrip issues devel- 
oped in the large industrial towns and surrounding areas where the 
policies and interests of the various large financial institutions and large 
industries clashed. This was due to their diversified and competitive 
business interests and intricate financing, combining to form a barrier 
difficult to break down, even for their common good. 

It appeared that the smaller the town, the better able it was to 
solve its own financial business problems, and the more rural the town, 
the less need for scrip. 

PRIVATE INDUSTRIAL SCRIP 

The few private industrial scrip issues of Michigan were, in all 
cases, made necessary for payroll purposes, only because of the bank 
holiday. In such instances, the industry secured the cooperation of the 
local merchants and businessmen and pledged certificates of deposits or 
collateral, 20% in excess of the scrip as security. Private industrial 
scrip was accepted in and around the towns of their origin with com- 
plete confidence and in all cases without discount. Industrial scrip notes 
of this nature were actually the equivalent of company checks issued in 
certain small denominations for convenience against their frozen deposits 
or collateral. 

They might more appropriately be called trade notes or trade checks. 
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TRADE DOLLARS 

Out of the hundreds of schemes advanced during these diflScult 
years to solve the business problems, came the “Trade Dollar.” 

Also known as trade scrip, stamp scrip, stamp money and prosperity 
scrip, this new form of scrip came into being in Michigan with its intro- 
duction in Howell, Michigan, in February of 1933. 

The trade dollar was conceived by the Howell Chamber of Commerce 
as a self -liquidating scrip. (Probably copied from the stamp certificates 
first issued in Hawarden, Iowa, in 1932.) 

The theory of this issue interested the whole country. It was copied 
far and wide in its original form or with various minor changes. 

By the use of the trade dollar, the Howell Chamber of Commerce 
envisioned the development of $285,000 worth of business, in their town 
of 3,600 inhabitants, within six months and came close to succeeding. 

The idea was based on using a money which had to be spent, a 
money which lost its value if not spent. 

Issuing of the trade dollars in Howell started February 22, 1933, 
and within 4 days, 2800 notes of an issue of 5000 were in circulation. 
By March 4, all were in circulation. Here is how it worked. 

Trade dollars, a printed scrip, were first given free, by the Chamber 
of Commerce, to 120 merchants and professional men who participated 
in the plan. 

Then for every $5 paid in cash to any of these firms in either pur- 
chases or on past due accounts, the purchaser or payee was given one 
trade dollar. 

The trade dollar now became local currency acceptable by the 
dentists, doctors, lawyers and firms adhering to the plan, provided the 
owner attached thereto one of the 2-cent trade stamps issued by the 
Chamber of Commerce. For public convenience, merchants purchased 
the stamps from the Chamber of Commerce and sold them to their 
customers. Through the stamps a cash reserve was built up to redeem 
the scrip in cash. 

The trade dollar with the stamp attached and dated was then good 
for 3 days. If the owner did not spend it within 3 days, he had to put 
on an additional stamp for each 3 day period that he held it, to keep 
it valid. It cost money to hold it so it was usually spent within the 
3 day time limit. 

When the trade dollar had been spent 52 times it collected $1.04 
in stamps. The Chamber of Commerce would then redeem it for $1.00 
in cash from the stamp revenue, the 4 cents paying for the cost of print- 
ing and handling. 

Merchants and others agreed to accept the dollars in trade for 6 
months and used them themselves, in personal purchases, the paying of 
local bills, etc. 

During the first 4 days the trade dollars were in circulation in 
Howell, accounts 2 and 3 years old were collected by merchants. Auto- 
mobile dealers reported they had closed deals for a score of cars, the 
trade dollar for each $5 spent being the incentive. 
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The issue stimulated business by more than 100% in Howell in the 
face of the bank holiday. Trade dollars turned over faster than once 
every 3 days. 

To prevent the currency from piling up on the merchants, a clear- 
ing house was established for the trade money, which arranged to sell 
it to factories, school boards, city treasurers, etc., at a 5% discount. 
Payrolls in Howell included a percentage of trade dollars approximating 
$1500 a month. 

This system was copied by the Chambers of Commerce of a num- 
ber of Michigan cities with varying degrees of success. It worked most 
successfully in the towns of 5000 population or less, the success dimin- 
ishing in towns with greater populations. 

The little city of Albion tried it without the holding time penalty, 
with a municipal issue of $300 in 50 cents and one dollar denomina- 
tions. Despite opposition by some of the businessmen who opposed 
the 2% discount for handling it, this scrip issued in March of 1933 was 
all redeemed from the stamp revenue by May of 1933, although it was 
intended to leave the issue in circulation for 6 months. 

PROSPERITY SCRIP 

Based on the same theory as the trade dollar scrip, prosperity scrip 
was advocated for state and national adoption. 

As a self-liquidating stamp form of money it received widespread 
publicity and study. 

That prosperity scrip could break the back of the depression was 
the contention of many of the nation’s noted economic advisers, urging 
the nation to adopt the method. 

From a Chicago dispatch to the New York Times ^ the National 
plan would work as follows: 

The Federal Treasury would issue “prosperity certificates” of credit 
in denominations of one dollar, to be distributed in allotments of $150.00 
each to every person unemployed or in need. 

Distribution would be made through the Post Office Department, 
thereby reaching every part of the United States. It is provided that the 
prosperity certificates are to be made legal tender, except for obligations 
due Federal, State and local governments. 

Sponsors of the plan assert that it would create a new source of rev- 
enue for the Post Office Department, raise wages, and increase the stand- 
ard of living, save 80% of businesses now solvent, restore solvency to 
local, county and state governments, help the farmers and put money in 
the hands of the public without interfering with the monetary value of 
United States currency or destroying the gold standard. 

But the bankers “are said to be generally opposed to the notion” we 
read in a Brooklyn paper. 

TRADE CERTIFICATES 

Trade certificates used by other dealers’ associations in Michigan 
were quite different from trade dollars. 

Their purpose was solely a means to convert a given collateral into 
a negotiable medium of exchange to supplement the lack or scarcity of 
currency. This scarcity was particularly true during the bank holidays. 

For example, the trade certificates issued by the Shiawasee Dealers 
Association of Owosso were used only during the bank holiday crisis. 
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These certificates in denominations of 25 cents, $1, and $5 were pur- 
chased from the Association at face value by the merchants by posting 
collateral. When the emergency was over, the scrip certificates were , 

immediately recalled and redeemed by the Association at face value. 

THE MILLINGTON FARM BUREAU ISSUE 

The most interesting of all “Michigan Depression Scrip” was the ; 

cardboard scrip, issued by the Millington Farm Bureau of Millington, 
Michigan. 

When the “Bank Holiday” struck this enterprising little town of j 

some 800 inhabitants, the Farm Bureau immediately met the emergency i 

by issuing its own unique handmade currency. 

The only cost involved in the preparation of this issue was the 
patience and time expended by the Bureau President and Secretary, 

Messrs. F. H. Koch and W. F. Brandt, in preparing a hand printed copy | 

for mimeographing. Printed with black ink on a cream colored card- 
board, approximately 2" by 3%" in size, and dated February 14, 1933, 
this truly emergency issue was as good as “gold” in any of the business 
places of Millington. 

It was issued in denominations of 1 cent, 5 cents, 10 cents, 25 cents 
and one dollar. 

Of the 150 of each denomination issued, 147 of the dollar notes have 
been redeemed, all of the 25 cent notes, 131 of the 10 cent notes, 143 
of the 5 cent notes and 119 of the 1 cent notes. 

The basis of the reliability of this issue was in the integrity of the 
Bureau and the authenticity of the signatures. That the Bureau has the 
high esteem of the people in and about Millington, we have no doubt. 

AUCTION SCRIP 

The use of auction scrip has been the subject of much debate not 
only here in Michigan but elsewhere. 

Why it was issued and how it was used, is clearly explained in the 
following letter received from Mr. Donald F. Cochrane, the retired editor 
of the Hartford Day Spring Newspaper in reply to my letter of inquiry 
in regard to Hartford Auction scrip.

Your letter of January 2, addressed to the Hartford Day Spring with 
inquiry as to “Hartford Depression Scrip” has been referred to me. 

I was the editor and publisher of the Day Spring from July 4, 1898 to 
November 15, 1941, when I sold the newspaper. 

I originated the so-called scrip as a newspaper stunt. In reality it was 
not scrip. We printed it in denominations of 25 cents, 50 cents and one 
dollar. These scrip notes or coupons, with the appearance of miniature 
currency, were sold to participating merchants at a nominal sum. Over a 
period of about six weeks the merchants issued the scrip to their cash 
customers, a dollar for each dollar spent. To spur the final week Christ- 
mas sales, they doubled it, two dollars for one. Of course, that was not 
previously announced. 
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The climax was a public auction on Main Street on Christmas Eve, at 
which only the scrip was legal tender. We spent the scrip sales money 
with participating merchants for merchandise to be auctioned and these 
merchants made some further contributions of merchandise for the sale. 

At the auction, bidders paid as high as $200.00 for a 15-pound turkey, 
in scrip value of course. Most of the merchandise sold correspondingly 
high. 

As a Christmas trade promotion stunt it was quite successful and the 
auction proved a highly interesting holiday feature. — etc. 

If any of it is still in existence I would not know where.

SCHOOL BOARD SCRIP 

The same problems and circumstances which during this period, 
forced municipalities to resort to the issuance of scrip to carry on, also 
faced the school boards. 

School boards throughout the state, endeavoring to better the edu- 
cational facilities and standards of their respective districts and with 
the consent and approval of the qualified electorate, were for the most 
part heavily indebted or bonded. 

Teachers* salaries, school care and interest accruing on bonds and 
loans had to be paid. 

Outside of state aid, the main sources of income were from real 
estate taxes and tuitions. Taxes were not being paid and banks and other 
financial houses, then under strict government surveillance, were reluc- 
tant to issue loans. 

Issuing scrip and using cash to pay off interest accruing debts, 
helped the boards to come out on the positive side even with an increas- 
ing amount of delinquent taxes. 

Scrip was issued only as needed and so dated to lessen interest 
payments. For example, the Ferndale Board of Education, having 
secured the right to issue $112,000 in scrip notes, issued the amount in 
$12,000 lots the first of each month, only as needed. 

As much of this scrip was turned in immediately or within a short 
period of time on delinquent or current taxes, no interest was paid 
whatsoever. 

The situation resolved itself into one where the school boards were 
borrowing from their employees rather than from the banks or in trad- 
ing delinquent taxes for operating expenses. 

Scrip was preferable to both employees and the public over an alter- 
native program of reducing the length of the school year or reducing 
the number of teachers to a point where children could attend school 
only on a half-time basis. 

Like in the municipalities, the need of school scrip was much greater 
in the larger towns and surrounding industrial areas than in the smaller 
rural villages. 

Trying to account for every cent to make ends meet, school boards 
in general did not sanction the issuance of expensively engraved notes. 
The emergency being financial, the least to serve the needs was sufficient. 
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Thus we find many of the school district scrip notes to be plain 
type set notes which were usually printed either in the high school print 
shop or at the local printeries. Northville school scrip was printed at 
a cost of $42.75. This is a sharp contrast to the $27,000 paid to issue 

2.000. 000 pieces of Detroit scrip and an even larger cost to print the 

6.000. 000 of Detroit Clearing House scrip. 

THE AUTHORITY TO ISSUE 

School District, Board of Education or School Board scrip was first 
issued in Michigan in accordance with Section 7233E of the General 
School Laws of the State of Michigan for 1929 and later as revised in 
accordance with Section 143, Chapter 6 of the General School Laws 
of 1931. 

Section 7233E, captioned Powers and Duties, reads as follows: 

Borrowing money for temporary purposes, (e) To borrow for tem- 
porary school purposes such sum or sums of money and on such terms as 
it may deem desirable and to give notes of the district therefor: Provided, 
That no such loan shall be made for any sum which shall exceed the 
amount which has been voted by the board of education or the qualified 
electors of the district. 

The power to issue scrip under such authority was broad, limitless 
and uncertain. Such authority was quickly challenged, criticized and 
objected to, by banking houses and other financial institutions. Under 
the existing trying circumstances, they demanded more specific backing 
and guarantees other than that of the authority of a board or the vote 
of qualified electors. 

Due to this criticism, the General School Laws were revised, adopt- 
ing Section 143 Chapter 6 which conformed with Section 153 of Public 
Act 26 of the Public Acts of 1931 of the State of Michigan. 

Public Act 26 as quoted previously under Municipal scrip provided 
for school boards to make application to the “Loan Board” for the right 
and permission to issue it only against certain anticipated tax collec- 
tions or delinquent special assessments. 

Thus we find that most school scrip, like city or other municipal 
scrip, was issued under a resolution which pledged as a guarantee, the 
anticipated taxes of a certain year or period. 

GENERAL 

With something back of the scrip and with the government doing 
all in its power to alleviate the financial situation of the people, scrip 
became increasingly more acceptable. 

School boards ever on the lookout to save whenever possible issued 
new series with ever decreasing interest rates. For example, the Board 
of Education of Royal Oak, releasing scrip series W, X, Y and Z in 1931 
at 6% interest, followed with series E in 1933 at 5% interest and series 
F in 1934 at only 3% interest. 

By late 1934, rather than paying its employees in scrip, some boards 
resorted to borrowing money by offering the sale of school scrip direct 
to the public at 5% interest rates with complete success. 

While there were instances where speculators and large real estate 
companies bought up local scrip at discounts varying from 10 to 25% 
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for their own tax payments, small stores and business concerns with 
foresight, insured their future business success by accepting scrip in 
trade at face value. 

Large department stores and business concerns accepted scrip only 
from their regular customers who established this credit by proving they 
were bona fide municipal or school employees. 

This was necessary on their part to avoid becoming the clearing 
house of the scrip speculator. 

As far as can be determined, there were no abuses in any of the 
scrip issues of Michigan. Scrip was issued only in the most critical and 
necessary instances, under the most favorable circumstances, and in the 
least amount possible. 

For example, the Pontiac School Board had to resort to issuing 
scrip for only 17% of the delinquent taxes of 1930 and 1931 and man- 
aged to operate without even releasing all of this small amount. A 
similar report could be given for each and every school board issue 
investigated by this writer. 

In general, school district scrip fared much better than municipal 
scrip. This was due probably to better organization, better understand- 
ing and cooperation by its personnel, their better ability to sell the 
public plus the fact that school boards and school personnel have always 
been held high in the esteem and respect of their community. 

These facts were clearly portrayed in newspaper accounts of the 
case of the Birmingham School Board scrip issues. 

When faced with financial difficulties, the Birmingham Board imme- 
diately presented its case and problem to the merchants, professional 
men, city officials, its own teachers and to the townfolk of Birmingham. 
Their scrip solution was accepted and backed by all. 

“Save our schools” and “Save school scrip” campaigns were started 
and carried through similar to wartime Liberty Loan Drives. Scrip was 
issued in denominations from $1 to $100 to fit all pocketbooks. 

Teachers’ clubs canvassed school employees and urged them to 
pledge themselves to hold as much scrip as possible, to liquidate other 
assets if necessary to hold it. The public was urged to save it or apply 
it on back tax payments. 

The city agreed to accept it in payment of city obligations and 
merchants asked only for the small denominations so that it could be 
used in general circulation. 

Everybody cooperated, everybody benefited and the schools remained 
opened 100% throughout the depression. 

METALLIC ISSUES 

The only depression metallic issues of Michigan known are the 20 
cent piece of the Dow Chemical Company of Midland struck in Dow 
metal in 1933 and the 5 cent aluminum piece of the City of Grand 
Rapids, also struck in 1933. 

The Dow Chemical Company piece was issued with intentions to 
be used for payroll purposes in case the cash shortage in Midland became 
acute during the bank closing. 
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The Midland banks were quickly opened, however, and the need of 
the token did not materialize. Further, the tokens were restricted from 
being used as currency by government agents and were passed out as 
souvenirs only. They were not redeemable at any time. 

The Grand Rapids 5 cent aluminum piece was issued as a more 
permanent form of scrip, chiefly for the use of children.

THE ABLAN EMERGENCY CURRENCY OF 
ILOCOS NORTE

The Hocanos are the Yankees of the Philippines. The Ilocano prov- 
inces which are in the northeastern part of Luzon are Ilocos Norte, Ilocos 
Sur, La Union, and Abra, but the soil of these provinces, being compara- 
tively poor and the population dense, the Hocanos are great emigrants 
and have spread in large numbers to the Cagayan Valley provinces, the 
central provinces of Pangasinan, Zambales, Tarlac, and Nueva Ecija, 
and even as far away to Mindanao and Hawaii. Extremely industrious 
and thrifty, they are excellent farmers and whenever they settle, their 
favorite crops are rice and tobacco.

Ilocos Norte, the northernmost Ilocano province, is the only one that 
issued regular emergency currency. This issue, which is radically dif- 
ferent from any issued in other provinces, was called Ablan money as 
they were issued by young Governor Ablan who, early during the war, 
retired to the mountains with his entire group of provincial oflScials and 
was a thorn in the side of the invaders throughout the occupation period. 
He was finally captured by the Japanese and as he did not return after

the liberation, he must have been executed by the enemy. As the Jap- 
anese were exceedingly secretive and seldom advised the relatives of the 
victims as to their ultimate fate, it is not known when or where he was 
imprisoned and executed. Among those who fled to the hills was the 
Division Superintendent of Schools for that province. The pursuing 
Japs, however, were able to overtake him and he was imprisoned for 
three years at Fort Santiago and in the Japanese prison at Muntinlupa. 

The principal characteristic of the Ablan notes is that both obverse 
and reverse are mimeographed on one page and folded. They were what 
we may call ‘‘double notes, with the front and back pasted together. 

After printing, folding, and pasting, they were stamped with the 
oflScial provincial city seal and with the denominations stamped with 
violet or black ink in large numerals with one of the sets of rubber 
stamps which were used by the teachers in the public schools for making 
flash cards and for other classroom handprintings. These sets of rubber 
stamps were purchased from Manila merchants, each of which had its 
own special font of types. As these sets of rubber stamps were used in 
all public schools from Aparri to Jolo, this is the reason why provinces, 
hundreds of miles distant, have currency rubber stamp denomination 
overprints, some of which are identical in size and shape.

In the Ablan notes, only two types of denomination overprints were 
used. The two types used are illustrated in this article.

Size of folded notes: All denominations are 5^^ inches long and 2% inches wide.

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THE FIRST COINS OF ISRAEL 

By LEO KAUFMANN, Tel Aviv, Israel 

Shortly after the declaration of the State of Israel, the Government 
invited the Numismatic Society of Israel to submit proposals for the new 
Israeli coinage. 

The Numismatic Society entrusted this task to two of its members: 
Mr. Leo Kaufmann and Mr. Chanan Pavel, who, together with the 
designer O. Wallisch, prepared the designs and the denominations for 
eight new coins. 

The proposed designs were approved by the Israeli Government, and 
the Metals Division of “Imperial Chemical Industries” contracted with 
Israel to mint and supply the new coins in accordance with these designs. 
The first two coins — of 50 and 100 Prutoth — have been issued just now ; 
the others will be issued in the coming months. 

The coins of 1 and 2 Prutoth are made of aluminum; 5 and 10 
Prutoth of copper; 25, 50, and 100 Pruta of cupro-nickel, and there will 
be a large silver coin.

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The new coins show on the obverse the name ‘Tsraer' in Hebrew 
and Arabic, above and below one of the symbols taken from the ancient 
Jewish coins, and on the reverse, within a wreath of leaves, the value in 
Prutoth and the date of the Hebrew year ‘‘Taschaf — 5709 — 1948/49. 
The emblems of the new coins revive the symbols of the ancient Jewish 
coinage of 2,000 years ago: of the Maccabean Dynasty 143-37 B.C. and 
of the two Jewish wars of liberation against the Roman Empire in 67-70 
A.C. and 132-135 A.C. Whilst the Maccabean Dynasty contributed only 
one symbol — the anchor — the coinage of the great war against the 
Roman Empire is represented by four emblems: the branch with three 
pomegranates shown in their development from flower to fruit, taken 
from the silver Shekel, the palm-tree, taken from the coin “Year four of 
the Redemption of Zion,*' the vine-leaf, taken from the coins “Year two — 
Freedom of Zion,” and the three wheat-ears, taken from the Quarter- 
Shekel. The beautiful coins of the Second Revolt, Anally, show three 
symbols: the bunch of grapes and the lyra, taken from the “Denarii’* of 
the “Second Year of the Freedom of Israel,** and the amphara, taken 
from the large bronze coin bearing the same inscription. Here is also 
the origin of the wreath of leaves which appears on the reverse of the 
new Israeli coinage. 

The value of the coins is given in “Prutoth** (1000 Prutoth — 1 
Israeli Pound). “Pruta,** a very ancient Hebrew name, is frequently 
mentioned in “Mishnah** and “Talmud.** 80 per cent of all the ancient 
Jewish coins are of the type of “Prutoth** and it is likely that the “Lep- 
ton** of the Gospel was identical with the “Pruta.** 

The new Israeli coinage expresses a double tendency: to revive the 
ancient Jewish emblems and symbols, whilst, at the same time, produc- 
ing modern coins. The vine-leaf, the grapes, pomegranates, the wheat- 
ears and the palm-tree symbolise the fertility of the land of Israel, whilst 
the amphora represents its trade, the lyra its art, and the anchor its 
young navy. 

It may be mentioned that, in the early autumn of 1948, a local fac- 
tory in Tel Aviv tried to mint coins of Dura- Aluminum (25 Mils). The 
experiment was unsuccessful and, after coining some ten thousand pieces, 
the minting was suspended. These coins were not to be issued ; however, 
owing to the shortage of small currency, the Government decided to 
bring them into circulation temporarily. The Dura-Aluminum coins 
bear on the obverse the name of Israel in Hebrew and Arabic and a 
bunch of grapes, and on the reverse, within a wreath of leaves, the value: 
25 Mils, also in Hebrew and Arabic, and the date of the year. There is 
a very limited number of coins bearing the date “Taschach” — 5708 — 
1947/48, while the great majority of these coins are dated “Taschat” — 
5709. Tliese later coins are minted much more crudely than those of 
“Taschach.** 


THE A. LEO STEVENS SAFETY AWARD MEDAL 

By E. N. PICKERILL, Aviator and Numismatist, A.N.A. 7193 

An interesting addition to the rapidly growing series of aeronautical 
medals has made its appearance with the recently issued A. Leo Stevens 
Safety Award Medal. Designed by the sculptor Frederic Allen Williams 
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of New York City, it has been issued for two purposes: First, to honor 
one of America’s earliest and greatest aeronauts; and secondly, to 
stimulate interest, study, and the development of life-saving parachute 
devices for aviation. 

A bronze casting of the origineil model of the obverse has been placed 
on the Stevens grave at Cooperstown, N. Y., by the sponsor of the medal, 
the A. Leo Stevens Memorial Fund, Augustus Post, Chairman.

The A. Leo Stevens Safety Award Medal 


On the obverse appears a bust length profile portrait of A. Leo 
Stevens, inventor of the “pack” parachute. On the right, a ribbon above 
the descending parachute carries the date of the first use of the Stevens 
folded packed chute. This event took place at Irvington, N. J., on August 
7, 1911, and the man who made the jump was Edward H. Boland. Above 
appear the dates of Stevens’ birth and death. The sculptor’s monogram 
FAW at left above the shoulder. 

The reverse shows a fioating open chute, the shroud-lines of which 
are doubled back and unattached. The carrying case which contained 
the original chute in the form of a pack is superimposed on the shroud- 
lines. 

The original work was modeled 101/2 inches in diameter and the 
medallic reduction 2% inches, was done by the Medallic Art Company 
of New York. 

This medal is awarded annually to the person contributing the most 
for safety in aviation by means of parachute devices. The 1948 award 
was given to Joe Crane, famous parachutist, whose contributions to the 
development of the parachute are numerous and who personally super- 
vises the packing of hundreds of parachutes for Air Lines and private 
pilots at his parachute-loft near Roosevelt Field, Mineola, Long Island, 
N. Y. He has made 688 parachute jumps totaling a distance of more 
than a thousand miles he has dropped to earth by parachute.

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THE DATING OF THE SHEKELS

In the introduction to his highly interesting article “Forged Shekels 
and Shekel Medals” {The Numismatist, Volume LXn No. 4 April 1949) 
Bruno Kisch writes: 

“It is, up to now, a problem under discussion as to when the Jews 
first issued real coins, and especially whether the thick silver shekels . . . 
were issued by the Hasmoneans, or whether they are money of the time 
of the first Jewish revolution. ... As we know from the book of the 
Maccabees, the Hasmonean Simon was authorized to issue Jewish coins 
by an edict of Antiochus VII.” 

The following observations may contribute towards the clarification 
of the question when the silver shekels were actually issued. 

1. The Decree of Antiochus VII Sidates and its historic back- 
ground. 

I.Macc.15/2-9 represents a decree which Antiochus VII Sidates ad- 
dressed to Simon Maccabaeus in 138 B.C. The decree reads as follows: 

“ King Antiochus to Simon the High Priest and prince of his nation, and 
“ to the people of the Jews, greeting: Inasmuch as certain pestilent men 
“ have usurped the kingdom of our fathers, and my purpose is to chal- 
“ lenge it again, that I may restore it to the old state, and to that end 
“ have gathered a multitude of foreign soldiers together, and prepared 
“ ships of war, my meaning also being to go through the country that I 
“ may be avenged of them that have destroyed it, and made many cities 
“ in the kingdom desolate; now therefore I confirm unto thee all the 
“ oblations which the kings before me granted thee, and whatsoever gift 
“ besides they granted. I give thee leave also to coin money for thy 
** country with thy own stamp and as concerning Jerusalem and the 
“ sanctuary, let them be free; and all the armour that thou hast made, 
“ and fortresses, that thou hast built, and keepest in thine hands, let 
“ them remain unto thee. And if anything be, or shall be, owing to the 
“ king, let it be forgiven thee from this time forth for evermore. Further- 
more, when we have obtained our kingdom, we will honour thee and 
“ thy nation and thy temple, with great honour, so that your honour 
“ shall be known throughout the world.” 

This decree must be considered authentic. It was deducted, accord- 
ingly, that Simon Maccabaeus had coins struck which were the shekels 
and the coins of the “year 4 of the redemption of Zion.” 

However, it is surprising how little attention has been given to the 
fact that this decree was valid for a few months only. In 138 B.C., during 
his sojourn in Rhodes, Antiochus VTI learned of his brother’s Deme- 
trius II capture by the Parthenians, and Trypho’s usurption (Appian, 
Syriaca, Chap. 68). In the same year, he issued his decree to Simon 
Maccabaeus “from the islands of the sea” (I.Macc.15,1). Also in the 
same year, i.e. 174 Seleucidian era = 139/138 according to I.Macc.15,10 
he landed in Palestine and set siege to Trypho in Dora. But even in that 
same year, prior to the capture of Dora “Antiochus VTI revoked every- 
thing he had promised to Simon Maccabaeus and became his enemy.” 
(LMacc.15,27.) 

These precise data of the first Book of the Maccabees prove beyond 
doubt that Antiochus VU issued his decree to Simon merely to safeguard 
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his assistance against Trypho; he cancelled this order as soon as his, 
Simon’s, help was not necessary any more. 

It is quite impossible, therefore, that Simon Maccabaeus — in the 
few months between the issue and cancellation of the decree — could 
carry out this royal grant. 

Another conclusion must be drawn from the wording of the decree, 
namely that Simon Maccabaeus certainly never possessed the right of 
mintage prior to 138 B.C. For, while it is said of all his other privileges: 
“I confirm unto thee all the oblations which the kings before me granted 
thee,” the decree goes on: '‘I give thee leave to coin money for thy 
country.” 
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Antiochus Vn Sidates was a powerful personality under whose 
reign the Seleucid Imperium was restored, for the last time, to its former 
greatness. (1) 

It is very interesting that the main body of Seleucid tetradrachmas 
found in Palestine was mostly struck by him and his brother Demetrius, 
whilst there was no autonomous mintage of silver coins at Tyre and 
Sidon at that time. All these facts add to the argument, namely that it 
is most unlikely that Simon Maccabaeus minted silver coins. 

The conclusion must be drawn that only after the death of An- 
tiochus VII, and the final disintegration of the Seleucid Imperium 
Johanan Hyrcan started to strike bronze coins. 

It seems, therefore, that the mintage of the Maccabees originated 
at the earliest in 129 B.C. It must be taken into account that the autono- 
mous mintage in Tyre started, again, in 126 B.C. (2) 

2. Epigraphic Evidence (3) 

There is a profound difference in material, style, design, inscription, 
epigraphic shapes, character of the script, and disposition of the inscrip- 
tion between the shekels and all the other coins of the Maccabees from 
John Hyrcanus I (135-104 B.C.) to John Hyrcanus II (67-40 B.C.). Even 
more noticeable is the difference in the graphic appearance. The relief 
of the script on Hasmonean coins is very weak. The ends of the indi- 
vidual letters show a tendency to taper off in a wedge or in a point. As 
against this, the script on the shekels and the bronze coins of the first 
Revolt shows a markedly high relief. It is carefully avoided to have 
letters ending in a point; they always end in dots or pearl-shaped eleva- 
tions. In Hebrew script, pearl-shaped letters do not appear prior to 
Antigonos Mattathias, i.e. 100 years after Simon Maccabaeus. 

3. Archeological Evidence 

The latest archeological discoveries provide evidence both negative 
and positive against attributing the silver shekels to Simon Maccabi and 
in favour of their classification as coins of the first Jewish revolt. 

(a) In Mariza, Gezer and Beth-Zur — Simon Maccabaeus* fortresses, 
Albright has excavated a complete set of coins of the third and second 
century B.C., together with a great number of coins of Johanan Hyr- 
canus. But not a single shekel was found, neither a coin “of the year 4 
of the redemption of Zion.*’ He draws the conclusion that these coins do 
not belong to the time of the Maccabees, but were struck during the first 
revolt against the Romans. (4) 

(b) Profs. A. Sukenik (5) and A. Reifenberg (6) have described 
hoards of coins found near Jerusalem in 1939 and 1940 respectively. The 
first hoard contained shekels from the years 1-3 together with Tyrian 
shekels from 12-61 A.D., the second, again, Jewish shekels of the first 
and second year and Tyrian shekels from 13-65 A.D. The circumstances 
of the discovery of these hoards leave no place for misgivings as to their 
authenticity. 

In the last few weeks in Massada, the scene of the last Jewish fight- 
ing against the Romans (71 A.D.) a coin of “Year three — freedom of 
Zion” was found together with a coin “Year four for the redemption of 
Zion.** 
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4. The Development of Jewish Numismatic Art 

The realization that the “thick” shekels belong to the era of the 
first revolt and not to the period of Simon Maccabaeus, 200 years earlier, 
removes an otherwise insoluble contradiction in our conception of the 
development of Jewish numismatic art. 

Otherwise, we should have to accept the fact that in his last years, 
Simon Maccabaeus created coins of high artistic perfection and crafts- 
manship and of distinctly Jewish style, whereas his successors had only 
primitive, small coins with non- Jewish symbols; and that for 200 years 
no coins were struck bearing any comparison with the first coins, until 
the reappearance, after two centuries, of new coins of equal beauty and 
technical accomplishment. Obviously, such an interpretation is contrary 
to all logical and historical development. 

Actually, the coins of Johanan Hyrcanus, primitive and completely 
under foreign (Hellenistic) infiuence, are the beginning. In the two cen- 
turies that followed, Jewish numismatic art and technique developed 
until the first peak was reached with the coins of the first revolt, the 
silver shekels and half shekels, the bronze coins of the year 2 and 3 and, 
finally, the coins of the “year 4.” The coins of the Second Revolt repre- 
sent a second very high degree of excellence. 

Conclusions 

(a) There is not a single numismatic argument in favour of an 
attribution of the silver shekels to Simon Maccabi, but only a misinter- 
pretation of the Edict of Antiochus VII Sidates and the historic facts. 

(b) All numismatic facts: dating, denomination, inscription, type, 
epigraphy, graphic appearance, anonymity and technique prove with 
absolute certainty that the silver shekels, together with the bronze coins 
of year two-three-four “of the freedom” or “redemption of Zion” belong 
to the First Jewish war of liberation against the Roman Empire (66- 
70 A.D.) 

(c) This attribution of the silver shekels is backed by the historic 
facts and the last archeological discoveries in Palestine. 

In the light of these conclusions and in accordance with the views of 
Ewald, Schuerer, Hill, Pick, Sukenik, Romanoff and Reifenberg, the 
chronological attribution of the silver shekels should be considered as 
definitely settled.

Why doesn’t some numismatist take 
a Sunday afternoon oft and figure out 
the face value of the dowry of John 
Hull’s daughter? The legendary dow- 
ry was her weight in pine tree shill- 
ings. Remember? 

Were all the coins uncirculated? 
Did John add a few of the NE shill- 
ings, which already were scarce? And 
was the bride a buxom miss or a 
runt? 

And then, if the coins were at least 
extremely fine, what would be their 
value today? 

To refresh your memory — as the 
lawyers say — John Hull was the 
Boston mintmaster in 1652 and for 
some 30 years afterward. When his 
daughter married Judge Samuel Sew- 
all, a large steelyard (balance) was 
brought into the room. The blushing 
bride was placed on one of the plat- 
forms and into a tub were poured 
the New England coins. 

If she weighed only 100 pounds the 
judge’s son did right well, probably, 
in comparison with the dowry brought 
to a family home by the average 
colonial bride. (Dear Ted: If she 
weighed 200 pounds and if silver was 
worth $1 per ounce the dowry would 
have been $3,200 — Ed.)

Finds Gros Tournois Elusive 
Dear Sir: 

Several years ago, I purchased an 
interesting coin belonging to the well- 
known series of French coinage called 
the Gros Tournois coins. This par- 
ticular coin intrigued me because of 
its design and the period of French 
history during which this series was 
coined — that of the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuries. 

Since I purchased this coin, I have 
attempted to secure other rulers and 
varieties in the series. My attempts 
have been successful to the extent of 
nine specimens and six more ordered. 
However, of the fifteen located thus 
far, only three were found in this 
country — the remainder in Luxem- 
bourg and Switzerland. I have had 
correspondence with most of the 


large dealers in foreign coins in the 
country and, in addition, visited sev- 
eral while in New York early this 
spring. All replies to my letters have 
shown their scarcity in dealers’ stocks 
and indicating that it is quite diflBcult 
to obtain them in this country. 

Library references that I have been 
unable to secure both in New York 
and Cleveland show very little infor- 
mation as to either their history or 
the number of possible varieties. The 
nine I have consist of the following: 
St. Louis (1226-1270); Philip III “The 
Bold’’ (1270-1285); three varieties of 
Philip IV “The Fair’’ (1285-1314); 
Philip VI “The Fortunate’’ (1328- 
1350); Charles IV “The Fair’’ (1322- 
1328); Charles I of Provence; and 
Florent V of Holland (1266-1296). 

I would like to inquire among the 
A.N.A. membership as to whether or 
not other collectors have attempted 
to secure specimens of this series and, 
if so, what difficulties were incurred.

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Facts About “Morgan*’ Dollars 

The Morgan dollar named for its 
designer George T. Morgan, is fre- 
quently referred to as the most beau- 
tiful coin ever minted by the United 
States Treasury. 

This dollar was minted from 1878 
to 1904, and again in 1921. During 
this period a total of 657,002,710 coins 
were struck divided by mints as fol- 
lows: 

Philadelphia 305,469,767 

San Francisco 131,188,373 

New Orleans 186,137,529 

♦Denver 20,345,000 

Carson City 13,862,041 

TOTAL 657,002,710 

♦(minted only in 1921.) 

Of the total coins struck 270,232,722 
were melted under the Pittman Act 
of 1918, reducing the outstanding 
number to 386,769,988. If from this 
number is deducted the number 
minted in 1921 of 86,730,000 it will be 
seen that the total outstanding Mor- 
gan dollars excluding the year 1921 
amounts to 300,039,988 coins. While 
this is a considerable number the fact 
remains that many collectors have 
overlooked the possibilities in acquir- 
ing certain of these coins at today’s 
moderate cost. 

The dollars tabulated below would 
appear to have distinct possibilities of 
appreciation at today’s market. It 
must further be borne in mind that 
the number of coins minted as re- 
ported is a maximum, and could be 
substantially reduced by those certain 
coins melted under the Pittman Act 
and as previously referred to:

U. S. Mint Once Planned for Oregon 
Dear Sir: 

There has recently come to my 
attention that the U. S. Government 
once planned to operate a mint in 
The Dalles, Oregon, and being curious 
to verify the fact I wrote my friend 
Sam Murray of Portland, who in 
turn wrote to his friend Judge Fred 
Wilson, The Dalles, Oregon, and re- 
ceived the following information: 

“In 1865 the United States started 
to build a mint here (The Dalles, 
Ore.) but it was never completed. 
The walls for the first story were fin- 
ished and excavation for the vaults 
underneath was extensively done, but 
it began to be seen that the placer 
mines at Canyon City (discovered in 
1862) were not keeping up their high 
volume of productivity, which was 
also likely true of the Baker County 
and Idaho mines. Anyhow, in 1888 
the government decided to stop work 
and have the gold go to San Fran- 
cisco, and this was done. 

“The lower story, which was com- 
pleted was a handsome structure; 
beautiful stone and fine workman- 
ship. It is still standing and is now 
occupied by Kerr-Gifford Company as 
a grain warehouse.’’ 

This seems to me to satisfactorily 
and completely dispose of the ques- 
tion as to whether there was ever any 
money coined by the government at 
The Dalles.

Dear Mr. Mosher: 

In addition to the deep day-to-day 
satisfaction derived from coin collect- 
ing, every once in a great while there 
is a special thrill that comes along to 
give added flavor to the pastime and 
to make one feel, “this is really my 
hobby.’* 

One of these special thrills came 
my way recently. One morning a 
friend of mine said, “Take a look at 
this old flfty-cent piece, and tell me if 
it has any particular value.” Imagine 
my ’excitement when I looked at an 
1838-0 half dollar in better than flne 
condition! While my reason told me 
that there was a strong probability of 
the coin being a clever forgery, I 
could not help feeling elated at the 
prospect, however slight, of its gen- 
uineness. 

I carefully explained the possibility 
of its being counterfeit, and then gave 
my friend some idea of its value if 
genuine, and advised her to take it 
to a reliable expert for authentication. 
Accordingly, she took it to the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society in New York, 
where the curator, Mr. Clark, exam- 
ined it minutely. In his opinion, and 
he was careful to state it as such, the 
coin is genuine. However, he sug- 
gested that additional opinions should 
be obtained before concluding the 
authenticity of the coin. 

Even if the coin should prove 
counterfeit, my friend and I have had 
a lot of fun with it, and she joins me 
in saying, “Long live Numismatics!”

The Myth of Pedigree 

It is a somewhat alarming fact that 
for the past eight or ten years there 
has been an active group, largely 
centering in the field of copper cents 
and colonial coins, who have endeav- 
ored to place an undue amount of 
emphasis upon the pedigree of a coin. 

For the past two hundred years in 
this country pedigree per se whether 
personal or otherwise has always been 
a minimizing factor, and the empha- 
sis has been placed upon the indi- 
vidual without regard to the anteced- 
ence. The notion that a coin assumes 
a great value because of provenance 
through certain hands is undoubtedly 
true if the coin has always been so 
recorded. 

Of late with the increased demand 
for the study of plate catalogs of 
auction sales held in this country 
since the 1860’s, there has grown up 
a group that have endeavored to 
establish relationships of coins in their 
possession with the coins then sold 
and since of undetermined location. 
This practice is not only dangerous, 
but it is often incorrect. The assump- 
tion that a certain coin is definitely 
the coin illustrated a half century ago 
and which in the meanwhile has not 
always been so identified can have no 
real meaning at a subsequent date. 

The pedigree of a coin is of real 
value only if in an unbroken line of 
continuity. The claims of those who 
have succeeded in believing that they 
have located specimens from a pre- 
vious owner should be marked with 
doubt as such claims have a validity 
equaled only by those whose pedigree 
goes back to Adam.

There has been a tendency through 
the years for the various states to 
recognize, or license more profes- 
sional people, as lawyers, doctors, 
architects, nurses, engineers, teachers, 
etc. Professional Numismatists I feel 
would not be the concern of the indi- 
vidual states, there are far too few in 
any one state and in all probability 
their operations extend nationwide or 
even worldwide. There should be, 
however, some way of recognizing the 
men who devote their full time to 
Numismatics, and are more than coin 
dealers, the men who really know 
Numismatics and who contribute 
knowledge and stimulate interest in 
the subject. 

I would like to suggest that the 
ANA consider sponsoring a program 
where certificates would be issued to 
the effect that a man is a “Registered 
Professional Numismatist” to be given 
after examination by the Board of 
Governors. 


Collectors should demand that rare 
coins be certified genuine by a reg- 
istered professional numismatist, and 
courts could insist that only a Regis- 
tered Professional Numismatist be 
allowed to appraise collections in 
estates. 

There are undoubtedly many more 
angles to the subject than I have pre- 
sented, and in case of adoption there 
would be much work to do on setting 
up standards and putting them into 
practice. It is being suggested to open 
up discussion and see what other ANA 
members think about it. 

If the ANA undertakes the job, and 
does it well, it may prevent some 
other less qualified body from doing 
it later. 

If you consider the idea worth- 
while, I would appreciate your pub- 
licizing it, or bringing it up at the 
Annual Convention, which I will be 
unable to attend.

John Kit- 
tredge read a paper on Papal Jubilee 
Coins, with pertinent information on 
issues and dates, also descriptions of 
coins issued. 

Mr. Tuttle was asked to borrow for 
one of our future meetings the opaque 
projector owned by the Boston Numis- 
maiic Society, he being a member of 
both clubs. 

Elvin W. Eagles of Millbury and Clif- 
ford Howe of North Grafton were unani- 
mously elected members. A Pilgrim half 
dollar was raffled off and the business 
meeting adjourned at 8:45 p.m. Then 
an auction until 10:30, after which cof- 
fee, sandwiches and cake were served.

Book Reoieios 

Catalogo das Moedas Portuguesas, by J. Ferraro Vaz. Published in Lisbon, 
1948. 246 pages, illustrated. Paper cover. 

A perusal of this book makes one wish that handbooks of this type were 
available on the coinage of every country. Too often a fine numismatic work 
is ruined by poor printing or illustrations. In this book we find a masterpiece 
of the printer’s art — clear printing, fine paper, and excellent illustrations. The 
result is a book of exceptional beauty. 

The paper used in the book is of two colors used alternately — white for 
the text and buff for the illustrations. And what illustrations! The use of a 
shading technique with unusually accurate line drawings and offset work 
certainly makes the illustrations in this catalog rank with the finest drawings 
of coins ever made. 

Historically speaking, the height of Portuguese power was reached during 
the first half of the 16th century following the Portuguese explorations and 
settlements. Corrupted internally with the riches from abroad, the Portu- 
guese were unable to prevent Philip II of Spain from becoming king in 1580. 

Spanish domination continued until 1640 when a revolt re-established the 
Portuguese rulers on the throne in the form of the fourth dynasty, the House 
of Braganza. Modern Portugal dates from this time and it is the coinage of 
this period (1640-1948) that forms the subject of this excellent book. Covering 
only continental Portugal, it is to be followed later by catalogs of the coinage 
of the Portuguese colonies, etc. 

Following a 15 page introduction the catalog begins with the coinage of 
John IV (1640-1656). There is very little descriptive reading matter in the 
catalog, the coins being described through the use of charts and the numerous 
illustrations. There is a short list of historical highlights of each ruler followed 
by a list of the principal coinage laws of the reign, coinage officials, mints, etc. 
Immediately after appear charts giving a list of the denominations of coins 
issued during a reign in various metals and their value in reis and the present 
day escudo. Weights and fineness of the various coins are also given. Then 
another chart gives each coin a catalog number (the coins are not numbered 
by types but by dates — each date of the same type has a different catalog 
number), its face value, legal value, date, mint mark and numismatic value. 
Practically all coins are priced considerably above American prices for 
similar pieces. 

With the end of the Kingdom, a similar catalog of the coins of the 
Republic (1910-1926) and the present state (Estado Novo) is given. Appendices 
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are as follows: I. The reverse varieties (arms) of the coins of John V (1706- 
1750) ; II. Pattern coins beginning with John IV. It is interesting to note that 
the last pattern listed is the very rare 5 Escudos in gold of the Republic, 
dated 1920. 

Mint reports are then given for all coins from 1752 to 1947. It should be 
mentioned here that the catalog does not agree with Wayte Raymond’s Coins 
of the World in many cases as to the years various coins were minted. How- 
ever, this in itself is not unusual when we consider that Coins of the World is 
not a specialized catalog. What does seem rather incongruous is the number of 
instances where the list of coinage dates in the Portuguese catalog fails to 
agree with the mint report given in the appendix. 

Outside of this there appear to be but few errors in the book and most of 
these are corrected in a list of corrections given in the appendix. A bibli- 
ography is conspicuous for the number of Schulman catalogs listed. 

All in all, Catalogo das Moeda Portuguesas is due to be commended as 
one of the finest numismatic books to come out of Europe since the war.

La Moneda Espanola, by Felipe Mateu y Llopis. Published by Editorial 
Alberto Martin, Barcelona, Spain, 1946. 341 pages, illustrated. Cloth cover. 
Price, 60 pesetas. 

The sub-title of this book reads, “Breve Historia Monetaria de Espana,’’ 
and, in a few descriptive words that is exactly what this book is — a brief 
numismatic history of Spain. 

There are 16 chapters which are divided into short sections. Each of 
these sections discuss the different phases of Spanish monetary history of each 
period in a concise manner enabling the author to give the history of Spanish 
numismatics in an average-sized book. 

Following a short general numismatic discussion the author takes us 
through the various periods of Spanish numismatics: The first money; ancient 
money of the Iberian Penninsula (Greece, Carthage, etc.); Roman Spain; 
Visogothic Spain; Moslem Spain; Christian Spain from the 8th to the 12th 
centuries; Spanish numismatics from the appearance of the Maravedi to the 
adoption of the Dobla (12th to 14th centuries); the Dobla to the Ducado (14th- 
15th centuries); the Ducado to the Escudo (15th-16th centuries); age of the 
Real and Onza (16th-18th centuries); Spanish money during the 19th century 
(includes the 20th century). 

If you can understand Spanish you will certainly find this book to be of 
considerable value in the collecting of Spanish coins. Written in the form of a 
basic history of Spanish numismatics it may serve many as a threshold to a 
specialized collection of Spain. — ARLIE SLABAUGH 


Glosario Hispanico de Numismatica, by Felipe Mateu y Llopis. Published 
in Barcelona, Spain, 1946. 229 pages, 26 plates. Cloth bound. 

If you need a dictionary of European numismatic terms, the chances are 
that you will find what you are looking for in this recent Spanish numismatic 
dictionary. But don’t throw away your copy of Frey’s Numismatic Dictionary 
just yet. The Spanish dictionary has been prepared mainly from other numis- 
matic reference books, and, as is often the case when relying upon other 
authors, especially those writing in a different language, errors are bound 
to creep in. 

The dictionary will be found to be unusually good on many coin denomina- 
tions but on others is rather weak or even incorrect. This is especially true 
of the United States. Hardly any American numismatic terms are identified 
and only one American numismatist, Howland Wood, appears among the large 
number of reference sources used. Nevertheless, the extensive listing of 
numismatic terms, together with the 26 photographic plates illustrating 295 
of the coins mentioned, represents an admirable piece of work on the part of 
the author. It can hardly fail to fill a great need among Spanish numismatists 
while also being welcomed as a supplementary work by American collectors.
